Nothing is said of this in Holy Writ, unless 
one counts as applicable to the subject some fine general pre- 
cepts in regard to kindliness. A present, just because it has 
been bought and paid for, is not of necessity a thing to bring 
joy to the recipient. Time given is often much better than 
money spent, and yet one has seen some pretty atrocious things 
produced by loving fingers, too, in one’s day. The golden rule 
does not always work, either, for what we admire and long for 
ourselves may not be in the least admired and longed for by 
the neighbour upon whom we bestow it. Tastes, as has been 
said till one is tired of hearing the sentence, are not to be ac- 
counted for, and we can not turn up our noses at every one whose 
opinion differs from our own without danger of permanently 
dislocating those features. To treat people as they treat us is 
not bad policy, because their conduct is very apt to reflect their 
character, and what they do,—or do not do,—to us, is a pretty 
good test of what they would,—or would not,—want done to 
them. While to deal with them as we should wish to be dealt 
with, may fail entirely to satisfy them. In like manner, to 
give them what we should care to have given to us may be 
the last word in inappropriateness. 


NOTHING gratifies a person so much as the remembering 
* ‘ of some small need or desire, even if it can only be ful- 
filled by degrees. One rose a day for thirty days would have 
made happiness for Beauty in the fairy-tale. Whereas, her sis- 
ters’ demands, if we recollect aright, were for jewels aplenty 
in one fell swoop. But to illustrate how much more easy it 
sometimes is to procure the apparently elaborate, than the 
apparently simple, article, the good merchant had no trouble 
at all about the precious stones and almost lost his life trying 
to steal roses out of season. Nowadays, in any season, flowers 
are most probably as expensive as jewels were then, but suppose 
some poor young man has heard his lady-love sigh for them, 
let him try the blossom a day, or even the blossom a week, 
system for a short time and see if it will not suit both her and 
his pocket better than one bunch in a mighty effort. Of course, 
it depends a little upon the girl. She may be of the type that 
only enjoys what it can display, and again she may be of the 
type that would care for a bit of delicate romance. Of that 
he must be the judge, remembering that whichever type it is, 
she and not he is to be pleased about presents. 


HERE is a grace and charm that go with fitting even the 
tiniest gift to the wishes of the person given to, that no 
stupendous, blind, munificence can equal. Any one can go 
into a shop and pick out a certain number of pretty things 








(always supposing her to have cash or credit) and send them 
haphazard to as many people. But if the giver has happened 
to remember that Jane said long ago that she wanted shoe 
buckles, and Aunt Mary has worn out the precious shawl she 
huddled about her rheumatic shoulders, and the eyes of younger 
brother Bob have moistened over the mere mention of white 
mice, why she will have doubled the delight of her grateful 
relations; not only have they got what they wanted, but some one 
they care for has cared enough for them to recollect what those 
wants were. Of course, to expect a man to remember all the de- 
sires of a large family would be to expect him to be superhuman, 
but we advance the general statement that if he were occasionally 
to put down on the tablets of his memory (bound in dark red 
morocco and kept in the breast-pocket) some of the wishes he 
heard them express in the abandon of home life, he would 
escape the terrible panic into which the advent of birthdays, 
and still more of Christmas, throws him. His wife has prob- 
ably mentioned half a hundred times in his presence that she 
has had the misfortune to lose her favourite fur boa and does 
not feel that she ought to replace it. But this will have made 
far less impression upon him than if she had been lamenting 
the loss of a real boa, furless, from the zoo, and when the day 
before Christmas comes, as come it will, he will be dementedly 
dashing from shop to shop in the vain hope that something will 
be presented to his eye which he can persuade himself that she 
would fancy. He may end by spending twice as much for what 
she will not like as he might have spent for what she would. 


[BE dullest, the very dullest, presents in the world, however, 

are the mutually useful household presents; Martha buying 
the coal-scuttle Charles is to give her for the drawing-room, 
as well as ordering the hearth-rug she is to give him for the 
dining-room. There is very little romance about that. If they 
were to take an afternoon off and go searching together among 
out-of-the-way antique shops for some old-fashioned thing they 
both liked, and should each pay half the price, they would 
have the memory of a pleasant hour to enrich the purchase. 
Then the least little tu-penny ha’penny surprises on Christmas 
morning would add the holiday flavour that the coal-scuttle 
and-hearth-rug deal lacks. What one ought to put into the 
choosing of gifts is good taste, some appreciation of the spirit 
of the times, of the nature of the person, of one’s individual 
knowledge of and affection for his or her ideas and wishes, 
prejudices, or peculiarities.. There should be some happy mo- 
ments back of it; not just the exasperated feeling that here’s 
the twenty-fifth of December looming up and what is to be 
done about it? Make few presents, if few can be afforded, but 
begin the collection early and take an interest in each one. The 
atmosphere that clings to a pretty thing is of more importance 
than any money it might cost.

served the double purpose of aiding 
them to retain their soil moisture and 
of helping to conceal their intrinsic 
ugliness, although this was almost hid- 
den by the surrounding box. 

It had been my original idea that 
this masking of the utilitarian with 
the ornamental feature of the ivory 
tinted boxes, would be sufficiently dec- 
rative in itself. And, indeed, it satis- 
fied us all until we saw how much was 
added by the inclusion of a few plants 
of German ivy trailing their rich green- 
ery over the rims of the _ pottery. 
rhese, with vincas trained to cover the 
earth in the pots, completed a scheme 
which I have followed ever since. 

All this was years ago, and after 
many bizarre floral experiments, I find 
that that first list given me by the 
me who knew has remained the real 
foundation of the planting. On a page of 
an old garden note-book I can still find 
it, its penciled lines smudged by fre- 
quent thumbing:—calla, begonia, cin- 
eraria, freesia, oxalis, gloxinia, Chinese 
primrose, fuchsia, cyclamen, heliotrope, 
geranium, and mahernia, with single 
hyacinths and early tulips, narcissi, 
ily-of-the-valley, and crocuses added 
as they came into flower. 

With the exception of the ivy and 
vincas, all these are blossoming plants 
of course, and so, for added variety, | 
always have two large foliage plants, 
one at either side of the bay, to form a 
sort of entrance to my little garden. One 
year these will be well-matched Boston 
ferns; another, two dracaenas or, per- 
haps, fan-palms; a third, Pandanus 
Ve itchu, or some other of the s 1 
screw pines, which really do not look 
at all like pines. Placed on simple 
wrought iron stands, these large plants 
form just the right contrast to the 
greater delicacy and bright hues of the 
others in the boxes set in the full light 
of the windows.

POPPED CORN BALLS 


No country Christmas ever used to 
be complete without popped corn balls 
those delicious balls of white which 
used to have a bit of pink string fash- 
ioned into a loop when the ball was 
being made, by which it hung on the 
Christmas tree on pointed fir twigs, 
along with the long white festoons of 
popped corn made by the children on 
that exciting day before Christmas. 
I'o make them, one-half cup of white 
corn syrup is boiled with two cups of 
sugar and one and one-half cups of 
water, without stirring, until the test- 
ing thermometer registers two hundred 
and sixty degrees Fahrenheit. Then a 
tablespoonful of vanilla is added, fol- 
lowed by one-third of a_ teaspoonful 
each of salt and vinegar. The mixture 
should then boil to two hundred and 
sixty-four degrees. Five quarts of 
popped corn are placed in_a large pan, 
the syrup poured gradualfy over it, a 
large spoon being used to mix it until 
it is all thoroughly coated. It is then 
made into balls. One’s hands should 
be buttered while doing this, so that 
the mixture will not stick. The balls 
should stand on waxed paper in a cool 
place until brittle.

The attitude of Stephen More, the 


statesman of the play who protests in 


Parliament even after war has been de- 
clared, and who stumps the country 
making “stop the war” speeches in the 
face of popular protest and attack, 


and of the desertion of his friends and 
even of his wife, strikes close to the 
actions of many of the liberal party 
during the Boer War. 

There is much true talk about the 
imperialism of modern nations in “The 
Mob”; but this is not the point upon 
which Galsworthy is hammering. Per- 
haps if he had a larger interest in the 
devious ways of foreign offices, he 
might have had more understanding 
for the mob of street-cleaners and col- 
legians whose only part is to cheer un 
fait accompli. The _ ymats of Gals- 
worthy’s drama made the war, with the 
aid of journalists and merchants. 
Stephen More and his creator concen- 
trate their dramatic fire upon the mob 
which merely supports diplomats, 
journalists, and merchants. 

There is a certain wisdom in this. 
The ways of diplomacy are a bit de- 
vious for the theatre. The mob fights 
in the open, and its harrying and mur- 
der of a man like More make a direct 
and visible conflict. By all the rules 
of dramaturgy, Galsworthy is right in 
swinging away from the discussions of 
imperialism in his first two acts into 
the scenes of mob violence which make 
the larger part of his third and fourth. 
Yet it must be said that Galsworthy’s 
handling of his opening scenes is more 
skilful and more effective—considering 
the material—than his management cf 
the more “dramatic” stuff towards the 
close. The scene of the wife’s attempt to 
buy More’s loyalty to the war with her 
loyalty to him might have been a vast- 
ly exciting scene if a Frenchman had 


written it with his characteristic fer- 
vour. In the discreet hands of Gals- 
worthy, this climax of the third act 
seems all too brief for its true im- 


portance. The close of the play, an 
ironic vision of More’s statue, erected 
“vears later’ and inscribed “Faithful 
to his ideals”, is effective to read, but 
very questionable material for any 
visualization outside the movies.

BarTLey, leaves not a little to be 
desired as a story, but it deserves 
notice for its sincere and vigorous pres- 
entation of a plea for honesty of art 
and of life on the part of the possessor 
of genius, whether painter, musician, 
or author. It is an unquestioned fact 
that the literary and artistic Bohemia 
of to-day is crowded with people of 
mediocre ability who are drawn to it 
rather by the irresponsibility of the 
life and the trivial halo of romance 
flung about it by such tales as Mur- 
ger’s “Scénes de la vie de Bohéme”, 
than by any real gift of genius. 

This tradition that genius is above 
the moral law and outside of every 
other law, as well, is a serious menace 
both to the development of the indi- 
vidual genius and to the development 
of art itself. It is, moreover, substan- 
tially unfounded. Throughout the his- 
tory of the world, the greatest art has 
been of convincing honesty and moral 
strength, and the great genius has been 
the great worker. 

It is not for any narrowing adher- 
ence to a set of formal conventions 
that the plea is made in this story of 
a girl with a voice. It is rather for 
that inner honesty of purpose which 
shall seek and rejoice in the highest 
beauty in both life and art, striving to 
bring back into everyday life that ele- 
ment of idealism which is so sadly 
lacking in the very material society of 
to-day. This plea can hardly be pre- 
sented too often, and a group of works 
based upon this _— might do much 
to counteract the disastrous influence 
which has been exercised by “Scénes de 
la vie de Bohéme” and the many 
romances of Bohemian life which have 
followed in its train.

HE AMERICANIZATION OF 

EDWARD BOK, by Epwarp W. 
Box, is a very interesting account of 
a life which touches the lives of a large 
proportion of the notable men and 
women of this country during the last 
half century. As the man who built 
up and for thirty years edited the first 
of the great “women’s magazines” in 
this country, Mr. Bok has made his 
name a household word throughout the 
land, and one of the absorbing phases

of the book is the way in which it 
shows how powerful a factor in the 
advancement of a nation the modern 
magazine may be. 

In writing his autobiography, Mr. 
Bok has chosen to speak in the third 
person, and by that fact he avoids the 
pitfall of selfconsciousness and _pre- 
sents his story with a directness and 
simplicity which make it delightful 
reading. This story of the Dutch boy 
who, at the age of seven, began his 
struggle against adverse financial con- 
ditions in a country whose language, 
even, he did not know, ts an inspiring 
one even in this land of self-made men. 
He had to his advantage a family of 
high culture, though in reduced finan- 
cial circumstances, and an inheritance 
of Dutch thrift, and he wisely shaped 
his life in accordance with them, profit- 
ing by the opportunities and avoiding 
the faults of his adopted country. 

His most striking quality seems to 
have been his keenness in perceiving 
needs and devising ways to meet them 
—that, and his determination to rise 
above the unsatisfactory conditions in 
which he found himself. He seized 
upon the work at hand and made it a 
stepping-stone to something more de- 
sirable, and his earnestness and willing- 
ness to work won him friends of great 
value. What he has to say of his road 
to success is worth the attention of 
those who are to-day seeking such a 
road, for the conditions are unchanged: 

“Edward Bok does not now remem- 
ber whether the mental picture had 
been given to him, or whether he had 
conjured it up for himself; but he cer- 
tainly was possessed of the idea, as are 
sO many young men entering business, 
that the path which led to success was 


very difficult: that it was overfilled 
with a jostling, bustling, panting 
crowd, each eager to reach the goal; 
and all ready to dispute every step 
that a young man should take; and 
that favoritism only could bring one 


to the top. 

After Bok had been in the world of 
affairs, he wondered where were those 
choked avenues, those struggling mass- 
es, those competitors for every inch of 
vantage. Then he gradually discov- 
ered that they did not exist. 


“In the first place, he found every 
avenue leading to success wide open 
2 


and certainly not overpeopled * 
He looked at the top, and instead of 
finding it overcrowded, he was sur- 
prised at the few who had reached 


there; the top fairly begged for more 
to climb its heights. 

“For every young man, earnest, eag- 
er to serve, willing to do more than 


he was paid for, he found ten trying 
to solve the problem of how little they 
could actually do for the pay received.” 

There are many interesting glimpses

Stevenson, Henry Ward Beecher,

Mr. Bok has produced an 
autobiography which will be read with 
an interest not usually accorded to 
such works.
